AQag T isnot my mind nor meaning, neither 
was it ever my manner, I having now 
preached the Goſpel ſeven and forty 
years, in Court, City, Country, and be- 
yond the Scas, to trouble mine Audito- 
& ric with any long,or large beginnings. 
S*Y The Context is a Viſion of che in- 
comprehenfible Majeſty of the eternall and ever-living 
God, which takes up all the whole Chapter, wherein 
Gods celeſtiall throne, his Sefſion, his heavenly atten- 
dance, both Seraphicall, and Cherubicall, his awtull pre- 
ſence, his diffuſed, and diſplayed glory, in,before, and a- 
bout his Throne , his unſpeakable Praiſe, and his infinite 
Magnificence 'is pencild and a to lite in - his 
teri - 
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Attributes, & Proprieties, moſt graphically in Moſaique 
work and wonderment, 

The Text is a Revelation, and an obvious Demonſtra- 
tion what was,and is before the throne of God. The par- 
cells of my Text may be foure : For hercin is a Throxe, a 
Sea , what manger of Sea, 4 Sea of Glaſſe, and a reſem- 
blance of what it was like, even like untocryſtall, 

You will demand of me, Whatis meant by this throne? 
I anſwer, it is Heaven, where God is in his excclling glo- 
ry. What is this ſea of glaſle ? The world, What 1s the 
reſemblance ? Like unto cryſtal), but nut cryſtall. 

You haply will aske me turther concerning theſe pic- 
ces, Why Heaven is decyphered by a Throne ? For thar 
here on carth Kings have Thrones of Equitie, Juſtice, 
Judgement, and other Regall, Royal], and Princely Pre- 
rogatives; yet they and weall, with all the world, ſhall 
appeare betore the glorious throne of JeſusChriſt,to give 
an account of what we have done here in our bodies, be 
it good or cvill. Why is the world ſet out by a ſea ? For,, 
that itis reſtleſle as the ſea is. Why a ſea of glaſle ? For 
that it is brittle like glafſe. The world is as made ofglaſle, 
Hb; ſplendet, frangitur, where it is more ſhining & reſplen- 
dent, there it ſuoneſt cracks and breaks. Andlaſtly,why 
reſembled to cryſtall 2 For two reſpes: The firſt, in 
relation to the menot the world, who are gull'd, and de- 
ccived by it; the world ſeeming unto them to be all cry- 
ſtalline, when God knowes, and all godly ones finde by 
experience, that it is glaſke,ſlippery,brittle, and no preci- 
ouſneſſe in it at all. The ſecond is in relation to God : 
Cryſtall is tranſparent, we all know , how much more 
is this world, and all the things of this world,with all the 
actions, tranſaons, words,and the very imaginations of 


the thoughus of all mens.hearts are open ,ovett, and obvi-

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ous to the knowledge & fight of the greatJehovah Jireth, 
who ordereth them all according to the counlell of his 
moſt ſacred and ſecret will, 

I will ſpend no more precious time in pany of the 
Text; you now(I conceive it)underſtand itas well as my 
{clte, The point of Doctrine that I learne out of this 
Text in the Reſult of it, is couched in this ſhort breviate, 
and propoſition, 


All the paſſages of this world wherein we live, are very dan- 
gerous 4s 4 Sea ,ever tranſitory, brittle, and Jippery, 45 aſea of 
£elaſſe, never ſatisfattorie, albeit it glitter , and ſhine like cry- 
ſtall; and ever open, overt, obvious, and tranſparent to the 
fight and cenſure of Almighty God, be they conched never ſo 
helliſhly deep, though they be ſunk even to the deeps of the devill. 


Accommodate me I defire you with your Chriſtian 
patience bur for the ſpace of one houre, and by that time 
. by Gods favour I ſhall quit this glaſſie ſea, and ſhew you 
the Port of our happinciſe, Heaven. And give me leave in 
the Do@rinall part to ſpeak freely to your heads, and in 
the Pracique to put ir home to your hearts by the evi- 
dence of the Word contained in the holy lines of ſacred 
Scripture, and in the power of the Spirit,according tothe 
modell of that knowledge of God that he hath imparted 
unto me. The firſt piece of my DoQtrinall part is thus : 

That the paſſages of this world are paſding dangerous as a ſea, 
proved and expreſſed in foure reſemblances, 

Firſt, in reſpe that this world (as the ſea) is ſubje to 
ſundry and frequent ſtormes. You all know what ſtor- 
ming 1s; It isggrown a Military terme,Such a City, Town, 
Citadell, and Caſtle was ſtormed,

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in my viſion by night, and behold, the foure winds of the heaven 
ſtrove upon the great ſea. That is to ſay, 

1. The South wind of proſperity, Whar is there any 
ſtorme 1n that ? Oh how many and mighty putt up with 
the pomp of this world doe forget God, and have their por- 

'_ tionwiththewicked, who ſhall be turned into hell, and with 

Pſal.z.17, them all the people that forget God ! 
2. The ſtorme of adverſity cauſed by the North-wind 
of affliction,deeps and diſtreſies,oh how many and migh- 
ty hath that wind ſunk ! Saint Auguſtine was accuſtomed 
to ſay to ſuch as came unto him tor adviſe, ſupport, and 
counſell in ſeverall diſguſts of conſcience : Aſſuredly my 
Spe-ando,& friends, through hoping and deſpairing, the ſonnes and 
deſperando,,i- daughters of men doe miſcrably periſh; by hoping foo- 
> o— liſhly and curſcdly all their lite, that all ſhall be wel with 
Sperando male them, albeit they. walk in the ſtubbornneſle of their own 
On hearts,againſt all the bleſſed means,and motions of Gods 
morte, bleſſed Word and Spirit, and deſpairing like hel- hounds 

inthe end of their dayes. . 

3. There may come a ſtorme out of the Eaſt, neither 
good for man nor beaſt, and yet way be an cſpeciall in- 
ſpiration of ſome common grace. Chriſt hath pronoun- 

Mar.5.8. cedablefling to the pure in heart, for they ſhall ſee Grd: 5 

bleſſed Puritanes! They doe fee God already in his 

Works and Word, and ſhall ſee him hereafter in a beati- 

fical viſion. But what ſay you to this of the Wiſcmanin 

Prov.31.12. his Proverbs, There ts a generation pure in their owne conccit: 
and yit are not purged , and purified from their wickedneſſe ? 

4. Yeathe caſe may ſo fal out, that all the reſt of the 
winds may breathe fairely,and yet on a ſuddena black 
claud,and ſtorm may appeare our of the Weſt, and over- 
ſer all. In bricfe, a Diſguſt may ariſe out of all the 32. 

- points of the Scamans Compaſle and Chard,and ruine us 
in 


inthis ſea of the world, in a trice, be we never ſo concei- 
red of our ſafety and aſſurance. 

The ſecond paſlage is , That this ſea of the world s wery, 2. 
and paſsing dangerous, in reſpect of the many, and manifold 
rocks, ſhelves, ſyrtes, and ſands that lye hid, and covered in the 


Sea. 


The Divine ſhewes you a map of this world, & points 
to it, ſaying, AU that « in theworld, the luſt of the fleſh, the 1 Joh.z.16. 
luſt of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the Father, but of 
the world, What, all chings in this world ? Yea all. 3+hold, 
1 will ſbew atruth, The Aſtronomers conceit, that the hca- 
vens are turned uponthe two Poles, to wit, the Artique, 
and Antartique Poles. I admire not theirconccir, this I 
am ſure I know, and we all here are experienced in, that 
allthe ations, affeions,8& imaginations of the thoughts 
ofall men and women tend either ro profir,or pleaſue,or ' 
both. Oh how many for thele ends and purpoſes have 
runne themſclves-upon the rocks of witleſſe and worth- 
lefſe ſecurity ! Others upon the ſhelves of proud and Lu- 
ciferian preſumption have ruinated themſelves. Others 
have ſunk themlclyes and theirs upon the ſyrtes & ſands 
of miſerable Deſperation. 

The third paſſage is, That the ſes of this world is paſſing 3, 
dangerous in reſpect of the many ſea monſters that are init. 

The Prophet Darrel (aw this in his Vition. And foure_ Dan.7.7. 
great beaſts came up from the ſea, divers one from another. 
The firſt was like a lyon, which are the proud, knowne and 
diſcovered by their high looks, lofty words, and'ftroting 
inceſle. The ſecond was like a Beare, which are the volup- 
tuous, and filrhy uncleanc perſons, men and women. The 
Bears licks his dirty pawes , and the (trumpet wipes her 
mouth, and licks her whoriſhlips, and ſaith, / have done— 
#0 evill, when ſhe hath ſold her ſoule ro the devil, and 
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ſunk her body into a gulfe of uncleanneſſe. The third beaſt 
was like a Leopard, a mongrell beaft comming of a [ion 
and a Pard, and this is the covetous wretch, who being 
neither fiſh, nor fleſh, nor good red-herring,neither good 
to God, nor to-man, nor to himſelfe, The fourth beaſt 
is not named, butdeciphered to have zeerh of iron, This is 
no other beaſt, but helliſh and diabolicall malice, which 
rends, teares, and tyrannizes over the proud Peacocks, 
tne ſtinking voluptuous Beare, and the amphibious 
Leopard. 

The fourth paſſage is, That the Sea of this world is paſsing 
Cangerom in reſpett of the inconſtancie thereof. Somctimes 
in firaquedry and exccfle, litting worldlings up to heaven 
upon hcr billowes, and anon ſinking them downe ( as it 
were) ts hell, as the holy Plalmiſt tells you. 

The Philoſophers tell us, that the Moone is Miſtris of 
the Sea, and the Moone is ever conſtant in her continued 
inconſtancie, The Moone never ſhincth long with one 
and the ſame countenance, bur ſtill ſhe is cither in her 
wane, or in her increment. Ay me ! how fic a ſemblance 
is this Moon a Miſtris of the Sea, and the inconſtancie of 
the Sea and Moonan abſolute Demonſtration of this Sea 
of {lippery and brittle glaſſe 2 Thus have we made good 
the fitncflſe of the Reſemblance, That the Sea of 
this world is paſſing dangerous in foure reſpeRts : 
Namely, by reaſon it is ſubje&ro every diſguſt of the 
ayre, blow the wind out of what quarter you will. Se- 
condly, dangerous, in reſpe of the many rocks, ſhelves, 
ſyrtes, and ſands, Thirdly, dangerous, in reſpect of Sea- 
monſters : And fourthly, dangerous, in re{pe& of this 
worlds conſtant inconſtagcie. 

The ſecond piece of the Doctrinall part of my Pro- 
poſition is this, That all the paſſages in this world are ever 
tranſitory, and alwayes fleeting. The 
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The holy Divine St, Fohz is very plaine, and paſſing | 
peremptory in this, The world paſſeth away and the Inſt there- 1 Joh. 2. 17, | 
of., but he that doth the will of the Lord, abideth ever, We all 
know, that we are all in patſage , the world is cither lea- 
ving us, or wethe world , peradventure this night, who | 
can tell how ſoon this voice may be heard at your cham- 
ber window : Thor foole, this night ſhall they ſnatch thy ſoule 
from thee , whoſe are thoſe things then that thou paler Luke 12. 17. / 
»ow? If not to night, yet the wile man tells you,They have (i 
wings, and askes you this queſtion, Wilt thou ſet thy heart , | 
upon that which is not ? For riches take unto them wings, and 
flye away. Jeremy tells the Muck-worme, that he is {ke 
the fooliſh Partridge, which ſits abroo4 on egges, and never |, 
hatcheth them : So the fond worldlings have riches, and 
enjoy them not. And the holy Pſalmiſt burnes the 
fooliſh worldling in the fore-nead with a Behold the man, 
who tooke not God for his ſtrength , but boaſted and bleſt him- 05) 53-74 
ſclfe in the multitude of his riches. 

The third piece of my Propoſition is this, That all the 
paſſages of this world are never ſatuf ttory, , 
* Theythatdrinke Sea-water, doe never quench their 
thirſt, bur are dry and thirſty ſtill, Whoſe eye was ever 
ſatisfied with ſecing 2 whoſe eare with hearing 2 waoſe 
ſcent with ſmelling 2 whoſe mouth with eating « Men 
may ſatiate their ſenſes , but never fatisfie chem. The 
Prodigall was not ſatisfied with his revelling & excefle, 
though he brought his noble to nine pence, and his nine 
_ to nothing. The Scholler is never ſacisficd wich 
is knowledge. He that encreaſeth his doctrine, encrea- 
ſeth his dolour. Nor yet the honourable, either inthe Ele. r. 18, 
Nate Eccleſiaſticall, or Civill. Nor the opulent man ect, ; 19, 
with all his fulnefſe. See the antiphony of chole that have 
nothing, and thoſe that have too much : They both cry 
our, 
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out , O what ſhall we doe? Socrycd the foole inthe 
Goſpel, when his increaſe was bigger then his barne, 
And ſo complained the poore Prodigall, when hee had 
not one Denicr to help himſelf withall; it he had not had 
a good Father to goe unto, and remembred him ar laſt 
caſt,the poore ſtarveling hadeaten husks with Swine,and 


pPititully periſhed. 


The tourth and laſt piece ofthe DoRrinall part of my 
Propofition, is this, That all the paſſages of this world are al- 
wayes open, overt, obvious, and tranſparent to Ged with whom 
we have to doe, The {weet Singer of Iſrael cxpoſtulates 
chis truth with his God ; Whither ſhall 1 goe from thy Spirit? 
or thy preſence ? If to heaven, thou ar: there in thy dilplay- 
ed glory : If to hell, thou art there alſo in thy judgements 
on the wicked in torments : 1f to Sea, thine hand muſt guide 
me there too. If Ithinke the darkneſſe ſhall hide me, the 
darke nightto God is ascleere as the brighteſt day, The 
Spirit of God tells you; That there i no creature that i not 
manifeſt to his ſight, and all things are open and naked to him 
with whom we kave todoe, And the Book of the Revelation 
of Jeſus Chriſt, ſayes, That Gods eyes, like flaming fire, 
run to and fro thorow all the world, This laſt piece of 
the dotrinall part of my Propoſition, as it is a terrour 
and trembling tothe wicked, all whole curſedand crying 
wickedneſles are open to his all-ſceing eyes : ſo it is a 
cordiall and comfort tothe godly, knowing and confide- 
ring, that their heavenly Father ſeerh and beholderh all 
their preſſures, vexations, and diſtreſies that they endure, 
and lye under inthis {lippery, brittle, and boiſterous Sea 
of the world. 

Would you know the reaſons of theſe particular truths ? 
As firſt, why the paſſages of this world are ſo dangerous? 
The reaſons are ready. Ir is becaule the raging Sea 1s

not ſubjeR to ſo many diſguſts, cither of dangerous 
rockes, ſtormes, ſhelves, ſhallowes, ſyrtes, ſands, Sea- 
monſters, and other incumbrances, as this reſtleſſe world 
is, that is fraught with dangers and incarnate diyels, 
W hat find we here but brevity inall our Contents ? as 
the Prophet Eſay Evangelizeth : It & even as when « hun- E1,, 14. 8. 
ery man dreameth, and behold he eateth , but he awaketh, and 
hu ſoule is empty : Or as when a thirſty man dreameth, and be- 
hold, he drinketh , but he awaketh, and hi ſoule is faint, Oh 
how many arc there in this Sea of glafſe, whoſe whole 
courſe of life is but a dreame, and when death comes, 
they are awakened, and never till then in all their life , 
and their ſoules are empty of all comfort, and fainting, 
dyec,and their places-know them no more ! 
What finde we here but levity * the very wicked con- 
feſle as much, laying, We have wearicd our ſelves in the 
wayes of wickedneſle, and the wayes of the Lord wee 
have been ſtrangers to. 
What finde wee here but Cymmerian blindeneſle 2 
millions ſelling away their intereſt to Heaven for no- 
thing? 
What find we here, but multitude and vaſt magnitude 
of all ſorts of iniquities, tranſgreſſions, and finnes 2 God 
himſeclfe complaining by his Prophet Amos with a wit- 
neſſe : Behold, ſaiththe Lord, I am preſſed under you, 4s 4 Amos 2. 13; 
Cart is preſſed that is full of ſheaves. 
VVhat meet we here daily but with deccitfulneſſe on 
all hands ? the world it ſelfe is all _ and where it 
glitrereth moſt, thereit cracketh and breaketh ſooneſt. 
VVhat doe we finde the world to be in our experience 
of it, but a bitter pill candycd over with ga a golden 
cup like the whores inthe Revelation, full of diſmall and Revel. 17.4. 
deadly poyſon * No marvell then that the Prophets, 
| D Princes, 
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Princes, and Preachers of the world have left behinde 
them ſuch lamentable notes and votes of their weari- 
ſomneſle in the experience of things here below. Feremy 
that Prophet of Lamentations cryeth, 04 that mine head 
were a well of waters, and mine eyes a fountaine of teares, that 1 
might weepe day and night for the ſlaine of the Daughter of my 
people! 0 that I had in the wilderneſſe s lodging place of waifa- 
rinz men, that I might leave my people, and goe from them, for 
they be all adulterers,an aſſembly of treacherous men ! I recom- 
mend the whole chapter to the reading and meditation 
of every ſober Chriſtian, to fit his ſoule, and tune his 
beart to the wofull tone of this tumultuous Sea-world. 
David a King tunes his pipes with this dolcfull Dirty, 
O that I had wings like a Dove! for then would I flee away, and 
be at reſt. Loe then would I wander farre of, and remaine in the 
wildcrneſſe. I would haſten mine eſcape from this worlds windy 
ſftorme and tempeſt. 
Paul the Preacher of the Gent les exclaimes and ſayes, 
0 wre:ched man that I am, who ſhall deliver me from thus body 
of death'! And had he not founda dcliverer, he had ſunk 
under that bitter agony. 
You will further enquire, Why the paſſages of this 
world are ever ſo tran(ttory, and brittle I anſwer brict- 
ly, This fretfull Sea of glaſle is like an angry Lady, 
that will turne away her ſervant for a very Glaſle brea- 
king. | 
| i why are they never ſatisfaQtory 2 For that the 
heart of man is a triangle, and the world is a circle, and a 
circle can never fill a triangle.

Ir is impoſſible but 
that he that made the eye ſhould ſee : Shall nor he thar 
made the heart, ſhall nor he, I ſay, underſtand * When 
the whole world before his Throne is Cryſtalline, open, 
naked, and diaphanous to the Lord our God, His all- 
ſecing eyes ſee, and diſcerne the imaginations of the Gn, c. 5. 
| thoughts of every mans heart that liveth. 
Shall I requeſt this favour at your hands ? That you 
would be pleaſed to turne to the firſt chapter of Fohxs 
| Goſpcl,and read from the 45. v. tothe end of the Chap- 
ter, and obſerve and meditate of that heavenly conte- 


, rence there between Jeſus Chriſt our bleſſed Saviour, 
) Philip of Bethſaida, and Nathaxael, Philip findeth Natha- 
: nial, and ſaith unto him, Wee have found the Meſsias : Come 
and ſee. Feſus ſaw Nathanael comming unto him, and ſaid, 
- Behold a true Iſraclite, in whom is no guile. Nathanacl ſaith 
” unto him, Whence knoweſt thou me ? Feſ#s anſwered and ſaid 
, wnto hims, Before that Philip called thee when thou waſt under 
by the fig-tree,T (aw thee. Nathanael is raviſhed and cryes out, 
Rabbi, Thou art the Sonne of God, thou art the King of Iſrael. 
© Many there knew Nathanaelto be an Iſraclite, but none 
a ſaving the Lord Jeſus knew him to be ſuch an Iſcaelite 
n | inwhom was noguile, 
d Thus farre have I ſpoken unto your heads in the Do- 
1 arinall part of my Propoſition; Give me now leave to 


ſpeake to your hearts inthe praQick part thereof, and ſo 
I ſhall incline toward an end, 
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The firſt Uſe of the Dodtrine,is of heavenly affeRion, 
tending to carneftneſle of zeale, and longing after Hea- 
ven; Foraſmuch as we finde nothing here below bur a 
Sea reſtleſle, a brittle being, and a ſlippery ftanding, 

What are we * or who are we here preſent this day,and 
underſtanding what the frame, faſhion, and garbe of this 
world is by the ſacred Oracle of the text, and would not 
now cry out with Eſay to our God in Heaven, 0h that they 
wouldeſt rend the Heavens, that thouwouldeſt come downe, that 
the Mountaines might melt at thy preſence, and that the Na- 
tions might tremble at thy power? What are mountaines 
here, but the mighty in the carth, that ſer themſclves a+ 
gainſt the Lord Bow thy Heawens,0 Lord, and come down: 
touch the Mountaines , and they ſhall ſmoak, Yea, bee the 
mountaines never ſo vaſt, ſo lotty, fo exalted above mea« 
{ure,one touch of his finger ſhall ſhake them allro pieces, 
Yea, though a rebellious Abſolon that had ſwelled againſt 
his Father like to an 0hympws, God commeth down in his 
power,and gives him but a touch,and he and his haughty 
Rebellion paſleth away in a ſmoake that vaniſheth , hee 
hangs between heaven andcarth, as unworthy of cither, 
and all his ſwelling preſently abartes like a blown bladder 
with the pricke of a pin. 

1, To my Brethren of the Miniſtry here preſent, I ſpeak 
and beſcech you to preach to this decaying world, That 
we all in it wax old as doth a garmenr, and as a veſture 
God wil change us,and we ſhall be changed; bur he is the 
ſame, yeſterday, to day, and for ever,and his yeers ſhall 
have no end. 

2. To the Laicks I ſay this, It is an obſervation of 
the Phyſicians, that we are now of ſhorter ſtature, and of 
leſſe livelihood then heretofore, 

3. Isrtherean Aſtronomer here? tell him that Sradjwe, 

DJ bl Ts Copernicus, 
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Copernicus and Reinoldus atirm peremptorily,that the very 
Heavens are decayed, the Sun lefle orient in his ſplen- 


dour, the Moone more pale, and the Starres more ' 


dimme. 

4. Art thou a Muck-worme ? Know that Philip Melan- 
hon a choice Divine in his time,being contemporarywith 
Martin Luther, 1cit this obſervation behinde him, That 
the carth is growne ſo old, that it is like a wombe barren 
with age. 

5. To whomlſoever here preſent, that hath any Chri- 
ſtian ſenſe and feeling, I would have him know, that the 
whole Creation groaneth, and travaileth in paine toge- 
ther untill now, And not onely they, but wee our ſelves 


which have the firſt fruits of the Spirit,evenwe our ſclves Roms 22,23. 


groanc within our ſelves, waiting tor our full and finall 
redemption, as Paw! preacheth. 

6. Haply there may bee here preſent ſome Je- 
ſuite, or Jeſured ſpirit, whoſe learning lyes all in the Di- 
recories of Machiavels Prince , Bodins Commentaries, and 
LypſiusPolitiques, whoſe Primer is couched in this one prin- 
ciple, Religentem eſſe oportet yeligioſum nefas: Let me tellthar 
Statizer, Iam no Platoniſt, whole learning is hid in finall 
and fatallnumbers ; affirming, that no State ever conti- 
nued above 500,yeeres, without ſore fearetull fate or 
finall fall. But (ay me ! ) we underſtand better by ex- 
perience of times paſt, that that Principle is not true, as 
the State of the Yenetians and the Freach Monarchy abun- 
dantly confute ; Yea, the boyes in Schoole conclude, 
That Numert, qua numerus, nulla vi, uulla ef ficacia. 

But mine endeered and moſt Chriſtian Auditory , I 
will make bold with you, ( and ſurely I cannot give you 
a more glorious title it I did ſtudy to give you ten thou- 
ſand) to ſignific what gives me ſatisfaction in this point z 
even 
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eventhe Prophet Dawels interpretation of Nebuchadnex - 
Fars viſion in a Dreame, "The Vifton was this: An 1- 
mage appearedto the King , whoſe head was of fine gold,his 
breaſts and armes of ſilwer, his belly and thighes of braſie, his 
legges of iron, and his feet part of iron and pars of clay, This 
head of fine gold, breaſts and armes of filver, belly and 
thighes of braſle, legges of iron, and the feet part of iron 
and part of clay,were the four Monarchies of this world, 
this glaſhe Sea, like Cryſtall. The head of fine gold was 
the Monarchy ot the 4(ſ[yrians and Babylonians.The breaſts 
and armes of filver, were the Medes and Perſians, The 
belly and thighes of braſſe ſignified the Monarchy of the 
Greekes and Macedonians : And the legges of iron, and the 
feet partly of iron and partly of clay, pourtray unto us 
the laſt Monarchy of the Romanes and Germanes, The 
three firſt Monarchies, to wit, of the Aſſyrians and Baby- 
lonians, Medes and Perſians, Grecians and Macedonians, are 
long agoe ſlipt away in this ſlippery and brittle world : 
And the laſt of the Rowanes and Germanes is now at a very 
low ebbe, for itis come toa ticular Emperour, and that 
is all that remaines of the Houſe of Auſtria, and at this 
very day ready to return to their prime and priſtine com- 
mencement, to be Comites de Kyburgh , oncly the proud 
Spaniard ventures at all to uphold their tottering ſtate and 
low condition. 

Aſſuredly no expectation at all remaineth, bur when 
the ſtone hewed our of the rocke of our finnes ſhall fall 
upon the remaining ſtumps, and then downe falls all the 
Gold, Silver, Brafſeand Iron upon the feet of clay, and 
_ then, this Sea of Glaſle in Chaos antiquum confun- 

ar, 

And verily,my Prayer is,and ſhall be this, Come Lord 
Jeſus, come quickly, and ſtretch out chine hand, cloſe up 

the 
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the two cycs of this dying world, the Sun and the Moon, 
rhat we may attain thar heavenly Jeruſalem, where theres 
no need of either, but the glory of the Lamb of God,rhe 
Lord Jeſus, ſhal be our exceeding glorious recompence 
of reward for ever. 

The ſecond Uſe of the Do@rine is mourntfull,ſad,and 
ſable, even of lamentation, for the witleſſe 
wights of this glafſie brittle ſeas inhabitants. 

Oh how many fſots are there in this reſtleſſe ſea of the 
world,who albeit they ſee, and may diſcern this truth in 
a viſion, and revelation of Jeſus, yet think of nothing, 
bur ſcek here for their content, and care for nothing but 
here to finde their Requiem for their ſoules! Behold (bleſ- 
ſed in the Lord)their extreame folly. Some ſeck,and con- 
ccive hope that they ſhall find it in the luſt, and brutiſh 
luſttulneſle of the Alcſh : and what is that, bur the foame of 
this ſea ? and what tends itto, and ends in, bur ſordid lu- 
xurie, which brings us to rottenneſle, pox, and penurie ? 
This toame dwels in drunkennefſe, vomir, and ſpewing, 
in riot and exceſſe, which ends in filthy annihilation, fit 
for the draft-houſe, and nothing elſe. Others ſeek their 
Requiem inthis reſtleſle ſea, inthe luſt of the eyes, which 
is riches, and the pomp of the world, which the Scripture 


cals Phantaſie. When King Agrippa and Bernice his wife AQs 2x. 23. 


came into hear Paw/,theGreek ſpeaks thus, «7 m12is parmnag, 
What are theſe but Conchylia maris,the ſhels of this glaſſie 
ſea, which doc weary us in ſecking them , befoole us in 
the poſſeflion of them, and vex us to che heart when we 
muſt part withthem ? Others ſcek their Requiem in the 
ride of life ; and what are all the pleaſures of this life, 
utthe billowes of this ſca of glaſſe, wherewith ſoine are 
lifted up to vain-glory ? that feather, which children and 
fooles labourto catch inthe ftreets,and abundantly ( _

for it, and know not what to doe with it when they have 
ir, bur ſet it lying again, Others it lifteth up to Honours; 
and yet his Lordſhip muſt ſay to rottenneſle, The art my

| they ſcorne tocome nigh thee, but to thine owne $kin- 


worms, (as Fob ſpeaks) Tow are my brothers and ſiſters.Some 
are lifred up onthe billowes of their policie and learning, 
whereas we know thatthe prudent and politique dye as 
well as the ignorant and fooliſh. Others are litted up up- 
on the billowes of their beanty, which with a gleame of 
the Sun will be burnt, with three fits of a Spaniſh Calen- 
ture will be diſcoloured , with old age furrowed with 
wrinkles , and with three dayes of death made hideous. 
Others pride themſclves in their gay garments, which 
every week grow out of faſhion, as the world it ſelt doth. 
Is it not a ſtrange thing that a MalefaRor ſhould be proud 
of his halter that muſt hang him? Surely our clothes may 
pur us in mind of our evil doing; for had we not faln from 
God by our cvil doing,we had had no uſe of raiment. In a 
word, what are all our pleaſures, but Z:lza terre, like the. 
Lilies of the field ? what gold and filver , but 1/is terre, 
the garbage of the earth 2 and what are honours and pro- 
motions, but Ludibria venti,tearhers for the wind to play 
withall ? 

Thethird Uſe ofthis DoArineis of Expoſtulation, 

Have, and doc we not too too often forget where we 
are? verily we have, and doe ſo ſtill. Ay me! we little 
confider that we are poore paſſengers in this ſa of glaſle , 
wearc in this world, andthis world is a ſea of gl e,rcſt- 
lefſe as a ſca,and brittle as glaſſe : our Port and Haven is 


Heaven,every one of usis his owne Pilotto guide hisown 
veſſel. The Pilorsplace isto fic in the ſterne of his ſhip : 
Why there ? To ſee how ſhe ſteeres. That true Chriſtian 

| Paſſenger 
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Paſſenger that ſailes towards heaven, will ever be mind- 
ing his end, fitting inthe ſterne, and conſiders how his 
Ship ſtecres roward the Haven of Heaven. Never do any 
failc in ſafety inthis reſtleſſe world, bur they that intheir 
voyage have the Rudder in their hand, and the Compaſle 
and Sca- Card in their eye, that is. to ſay,think and medi- 
tate of theirend, and ſteere toward heaven, 
The fourth Uſe of this Dodrine is of holy Reſolu- &. 
tion, 
What isthat ? Surely to reſolve as the holy Divine ad- 
viſcth, Not to love the world, for it we doc, the love of God 
# not in #s,Canany man love a traiterous and treacherous 
Fudas, which (it you confide in him) will betray you with 
a kiſſe * And if the world ſmile upon you, take heed, leſt 
the next thing you heare of, be not {ome plot of villany 
to inſnare thee. Can any wile man love the place where 
Satan dominceres ? If thi our Goſpel truth be hid from any 
here, it « hid to them that are loſt. Are not they loſt that can : Cor.4-3 4, 
neither be found in heaven, nor in the carth,nor yet inthe 
ſea ? The god of this world, which is the Devil, h.th blinded 
the minds of them thatbeleeve not this truth,leſt the light of the 
loriows Goſpel truth of Feſus Chriſt who is the image of God, 
Thowld ſhine unto them. The whole world, ſaith the holy Di- 
vine Saint Fohn, lyeth in wickedneſſe , and our little world, r Joh.5.19, 
this Iſland wherein we dwell, is on fire about our cares, 
and yet neither the worlds malignity, nor yet our owne 
miſery, can quicken us to a lothing of this reſtleſle and 
brittle ſea of glaſſe. | 
But would you learne how to avoid this Traitor that 
wil Judaize with you, this dominion of Satan, and this 
houſe on fire ? I ſhall doemy endeavour to fatisfic your 
defire in this point. | 
You all know,that + _ the ſhavelings of _ 
' ay, 
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ſay, we have a Church, and it is a principall piece of the 
holy Catholique Church, which we profeſle to beleeve, 
that is ſcattercd farre and wide upon the ſurface of the 
whole Univerſe; and to this Church we have given our 
names. Chriſtian is my name,and Caholike is my firname, 
We are ſhipped by Baptiſme : If atempeſt ariſe, cry up- 
on Chriſt, as the Apoſtles did, in a ſtorme, If the Ship 
of our ſtate be ready to be ſwallowed up of the waves, 
flye unto Chriſt, if he be aſleep, awaken him with our 
cryes. Concutitur fides, non excutitur ; our faith may bce 
ſhaken, bur never ſhaken off: therefore never ceaſe, but 
cry, and cry aloud that we may be heard,and being heard 
we may be delivered, and being delivered we may glo- 
rife God. It the wind roarc, Chriſt will rebuke it, and 
there ſhall follow a great calme, 

The fift Uſe of the Doctrine is to take a review of che 

Text. 

If this world be in experience to us a Seca of glaſle like 
unto Cryſtall; This Cryſtalline reſemblance deccives 
none but children and fooles, who are deceived with 
ſhewes, ſhadowes, and reſemblances : But wee are men 
endowed with reafon and experience, How arc we fitted 
and furniſhed for our voyage £ Where's our Tackles * 
Have we our Maine maſt ready, that is to ſay, our faith, 
without which it is impoſſibleto pleaſe God? there's no 
walking or talking with God without it. Where's our 
Anchor and Sailes, the Anchor of hope, and the Sayles 
of good workes ? What wind doe we ſayle by? no wind 
undcr the cope of heaven, but the gale of Chriſtian Cha- 
rity can arrive usat the Port of Heaven: But ſayling with 
that gentle gale, we need not feare any danger between 
this and Heaven : For it a Whale by the way ſhould 
ſwallow us, as it did Foreb z or a wind called Pavel, 

whic 
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which cauſed Pasls ſhip-wracke, at the Ifland then called 
Melts, now Malta. In both dangers we ſbould be ſafe, 
the Whale muſt caſt us upoa the Land, and though the 
Ship were wracked, yeteither by ſwimming, or by ſome 
broken fragments of the Ship we ſhould ſurely come ſafe 
to Land, 

The fixt uſe of this DoQrine, is of Diſcovery. 

The holy Apoſtle gives every one in particular a 
Chriſtian Cavcat, Les him that ſkandeth, rake heed left he 
fall. If my Text be a viſion unto you, it hath diſcovered 
how flippery our ſtation is : I beſcech you therefore, 
when you have forgotten me, yet remember my Text, 
and forget ir not leſt you {lippe, and ſlide, and fall, like 
the houſe built upon the ſands, the fall whereof was 

reat. 

The Royall Preachertells us , that God hath ſet the eccler;. 11. 
world inthe heart of man, tothe end that he ſhould con- 
ſider the deccitfulneſſe and uncertainty of ir. Shall a 
man love that which Chriſt never prayed for ? I pray 
for mine EleR, I pray not forthe world : That is, I pray Jol.17.9, 
not for the Muck-worms and Mammoniſts of this world. 
And if the grace of God bein us, we ſhall daily blefſe and 
thank God for the Lord Jeſus, who hath given himſclfe 
for our finnes, that hee gnight deliver us trom this pre- 
ſent evill world, accgſting tothe will of God and our Gy,,..-,: 
Father, ; 

They that remember not this diſcovery of the world, 
have not knowne God, as Fob» teſtifieth, The Manymo- Jo. 17.25: 
niſts of this world cannot endure to heare or thinke of 
death, and yet when they loſe the things of this glaſſiz 
world , they murther themſelves with worldly ſorry : | 
St. Pasl is 2 witneſſe ofthis truth, ſaying, The ſorrow of * ©: 7:1 
this world cauſcth death. The Mammonifts and Muck- 
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wormes of this world brag, boaſt,and pride themſelves 
with the things of the world, Sainr Paul was otherwiſe 
minded ; God forbid (ſaith he) that I ſhould pride my ſelfe in 


ought or any thing in the world, ſave inthe Croſſe of our Lord 
Feſus Chriſt, by whom the world is crucified unto me, and 1 unto 
the world. | 
It is no marvell that ſo few love Preachers, and gaine 
{olittle or nothing by the frequent and powerfull prea- 
ching of Goſpcll-truth. paul ſhewerh us the reaſen 
"5h forlooke him, Hee was in love with this preſent 
world, | 
Saint Peter gives the Muck wormes, Mammoniſts, and 
lovers of this world their fearfull, tarall,and finall doom, 
ſhewing firſt how we may eſcape the pollutions of this 
world , and then how dangerous a relapſe and back{li- 
ding is : For, ſaith he, and puts the caſe thus , It the 
Muck-wormes and Mammoniſts of this world have eſca- 
ed the pollutions of the world through the knowledge 
of the Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, they are againe in- 
tangled thercin, and overcome, the latter end is worſe 
with them then the beginning, for then they become 
Wells without watcr , Clouds that are carried with a 
tempeſt, ro whom the miſt of darkneſle is reſerved for 
ever. For the Lord Chriſt Jeſus ſake-(bleſled Auditory, 
you holy people of the Lord) remember my Text when 
you ſee not me, That our ſtanding is very flippery upon 
this Sea of glaſle. Remember that all the aRions, tranſ- 
aQions, and all the imaginations of all the thoughts, pur- 
poſes and intentions of all hearts are betore the Throne 
of God open and manifeſt to his ſfizht and cenſure, The 
Lords Throne is in heaven. His eyes behold, his cyc- 
lids try the children of men. The Lord tryeth the righteous, 
but the wicked and him that loyeth violence his ſoule hateth. 
| E Oh 
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Oh remember that the Lords Throxe « for ever; and that 
his Throne « in heaven, and the earth is his pedeſtovte, Oh 
remember that thou ſweare not by heaven, for it « the Throne 
of God : For hee that ſweareth by heaven, ſweareth by the 
Throne of God, and by him that ſitteth thereon. Oh remem- 
ber that we muſt all appeare before the Throne of Feſus Chriſt, 
and render eur accompts, Oh remember what tayour the 
Lord Jcſus hath purchaſed for us, thar we may come boldly 
20 a Throne of grace, and obtaine mercy, and finde grace to helpe 
in time of need, Oh remember what the Lord Jeſus hath 
promiſed, even that his Saints on earth ſit with him in his 
Throne in heaven, even as he is ſate downe with his Father in 
hi Throne, Pſal.11. 4. Heb. 1.8. Mat. 5. 13. Heb.4.16. 
Rev. 3.21. And the God of heaven grant us the Proto- 
martyrs vifion,that we may be {o full of the Holy Ghoſt 
that we may have bur one glimpſe of the glory of God 
and Jeſus ſtanding ar his right hand, and that we may ſee 
this by the eye of our moſt precious faith, 

The ſeventh and laſt Vſec of the DRrine is of motion, 
and we need not ſecke farre for a perſwading and convin- 
cing motive, when we may but caſt our cye aſide, and 
looke upon this preſent and emergent occaſion, which 
is both ſad and ſorrowfull, even the deceaſe of a wor- 
thy ſervant tothe Lord Jeſus, whoſe ſad Elegy I ſhall en- 
deayour to couch. in as few words, as a nr of ſuch 
moment may be epllogized in, yet I hope fo much as 
may awaken and ſtirre us up to conſider where wee are, 
and what our condition is here, unleſſe it be ſo with ſome 
of us, that we are afleep in death, and will not be moved 
nor removed from our brutiſh ſlumber for whatſoever 
may be ſaid or done. 

T confeſle indeed, that this taske had been fir to have 


been undertaken by ſome ſtrong , young, and skiltull 
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Champion ofthe Church, and not impoſed upoa an old, 
weake one, an Emeritze miles, and almoſt a Silicernine, 
a man mere Edentulws, one ſo farre from eloquence, that 
hath not ſo muchas Elocution : But cam nemins ebrruds 
poteft,itur ad me, when I had not thirty houres time to pre- 
pare my ſclfe to the bufineſſe, yet rather then I would 
wave the memoriall of mine endeared friend, I refol- 
ved toundergo the cenſure of the judicious for my plain- 
neſflce and fimplicity. E 

Truly I could williagly take up the lamentable cry of 
Eliſha tor Eliah, He crying, O my Father, my Father , and 
— 0h my Brother , my Brother, the Chariors of 
Iſrael and the horſe-men of the ſame, tor we have loſt a 
chiete Chariot of eur Churches, and an Horſe-man of 
the State, not of the Pike, but of the Pen : But w 
ſhould I, orany lament for him? of whom I may ſay eo 
you all that Diſtick which old Zz#iws ſaid at his death, 
and that with a very little alteration : 


Nems illum lachrymu decoret, neque funera fletu 
Faxit, Cur ? wvolitat deita per ora virum, 


I beſeech you therefore have a little patience, and I 
ſhall onely ſpeake of ewo paſſages: Firſt, of his Chriſti- 
an living amongſt us , and then of his ſweet leaving 
of us. 

1. He was an Academique by birth, he was borne of 
honeſt parents wichin three miles of 0xesford, that Mo- 
ther and Miſtris of Univerſities. His breeding up was 
allo there,in Corpus Chriſts ms an happy Seminary

| 2. Ashegrewup in yeeres, he lived in favour with 
God and man in an unreproveable holy lite and conver- 
ſation, honourcd for Arts and Sciences, and had all De- 
grees that the Univerſity doth afford, conferred upon 
him, Ex merits & congrwl, & condigni, both for his con- 
Bray of good manners,and condignity of {ingular know- 
Cugec. 

0 He was commended for a Chaplaine to the Lord 
Edwends, Leiger Legat, Lord Ambaſladour for his ſacred 
Majeſty to the French King,where being at Pars he diſpu- 
ted with the Jeſuites,who albeit they contemned him tor 
that he was ot ſo low a ſtature, yet admired him tor his 
ready anſwers, and acute diſtintions : The Jeſuires in 
that contempt of theirs had forgot whar that ancicnt Fa- 
ther Ferome (aid of Saint Pewl, That although he was of a 
very little and low ſtature, yer forall that, that Homo 1ri- 
cubrtalis aſcendit in celum.

11. His intimate acquaintance and mine were of thirt 
ſeven yeeres duration;and one and twenty yeers of whic 
time we lived loving friends and neighbours but 3. miles 
diſtant from one another, 

12, We ſcrved together in three Convocations,to wit, 
the laſt two of King Fames of precious memory,to whom 
we had the honour to be Chaplaines inOrdinary, and the 
firſt of King Charles kept at Oxford - All which time he 
ſtrongly ſcr himſclfe againſt all that had any ſmack of 
Rome,or Romiſh ſuperſtirion. 

13. In which Convocations, five and forty of ns, 
whereof he was chiefe, made a ſolemn Covenant among 
our ſelves to oppole every thing that did but ſavour or 

{cent never ſo little of Pelagianiſme , or Semi-Pelagia- 
niſme. And being eleRed by the Clergic of Surrey for to 
be a Clerk of the Convocation for this preſent Parlia- 
ment, and hearing me make Proteſtation in the face of 
that Clergic, (an occaſion being offered) intheſe terms, 
Atque ods ego Arminianiſmum ac Bellarminianiſmum, came 
and embraced me in his armes, and ſaid, Well ſaid good 
brother,I proteſt and will ſweare the like. 

Ay me, much more might be ſaid of his Chriſtian li- 
vingand carriage amongſt us, but I haſten to his Chri- 
ftian leaving of us. 

1. He was not idle, no not to his very end. After he 
came to Chelſey , by the favour and grace of the Parlia- 
ment, to takethe ayre, for the cure of his infirmities, Ire- 
ſorting unto him with a viſit, found him very ill affeted 
with the Aſthma in ſaburre flomachi,and with the m—_— 
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which was onthe lefr {ide of his face, and was falne into 
his left legge,inaſomuch as I perceiving that he ſpake with 
great ſhorineſle of breath, and much difficulty to utter his 
words in our conference, I requeſting him to ſpare bis 
ſpeech, I relared ſeverall paſſages unto him, which hee 
much rejoyced in, and ſo it tooke up the reſt of thetime I 
then ſtaycd with him.

Truly I durſt not tell him what I heard concerning the 
rumour, but after a little pauſe he told ms himſclfe of ir 
in this manner, Wot you what Brother, why, they ſay I 
am mad. Now abit, quoth I. He replyed, My caſc is 
like Sophocles the Tragedian, whoſe ſonnes accuſed him 
fora mad man, and therefore by their law he by the 
ſentences of the Judges, had his 2nietws eſt, no more to 
trouble himſclfe with the affaires of his ſtate : Hereupon 
Sophocles that wrote Tragedies even to extreame age, 
recitedtothe Judges aTragedy of his own making, which 
he had then in his hand, called 0edipus Coloneans,and asked 
the Judges after he had read it unto them, Whether that 
Tragedy did ſcent or ſavour any whit of madneſſe or di- 
tration; Upon this queſtion the Judges changed their 
mindecs and judgements, and quit him from the accufati- 
on of his unworthy ſonnes: So, fayes he, I ſhall leave 

ſuch notes behind me, quoted in this time of my weake- 
neſſc, for Nulla ates 7A oy no ſober man will think or 
conccive to be the meditations of a mad man, 

3- But when I perccived that this rumour did ſome- 
what 
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what affe& him, I ſaid, I hope Brother this falſe report 
need not trouble you awhit,it is uſuall in this ſorry world 
for worthy mento heare of evil], whenthey are moft bu- 
fied in goodneſſe. How was that moſt judicious and ſound 
Divine Mr, Calvin uſed by fooliſh Swrizs, and malitious 
Bellarmine, who reported, that he dycd of the Pthiriaſis, 
the lowfic evill, ſuch as Herod dyed of, AG. 11. ut. when 
it was but an ordinary diſcaſc called the Phthiſis, or Tiſ- 
fick ? How was Theodorms de Bea uſed, when it was repor- 
ted at Rome, that BeJs was dead, and a little betorc his 
death, that he had revolted and falne back to Rome , yea, 
and a lying Libell, printed at Rome, flew into all parts 
of Chriſtendom,intituled, Tora Geneva CatholiFat.ButBeJ« 
lived to anſwer that Pamphlet with a Treatiſe called 
Tots Roma CritiFat CretiFatque : For Pal in his Epiſtle to 
Titus, Cap. 1. ayes, The Cretians were alwayes tyars, evill 
beaſts, ſlow bellies,&c. and cited unto them the Greek verſe 
out of one of their owne Pocts, to manifeſt it , Kms 
- Cs ale, xgx3 Hin zaripes das, Yea, further , Sainc Paul 
makes this verſe Scripture, by his atteſtation in the words 
following atter it, H uhmgz wn Ry ww. that is to lay, 

this witneſle is true.
